• The court held that. there is no 
provision in the new Greco-Amer- 
ican extradition treaty which ex- 
pressly precludes "its 'retroactive "ef- 
fect, and that therefore the treaty 
is applicable to this case. 


The president- of the court asked 


Mr. Insull to rise. He 'looked ill and 
his hands trembled as' the verdict 
was read.' 


"Have you' anything to say?" the 


judge asked. Mr. Insull shook .his 
head. 


The proceeding was over. 
The 


American was led out of the court- 
room back to the room at police 
headquarters where he spent last 
night. 


Mr. Insull looked tired 
despite 


the special privileges accorded him, 
at police headquarters where- he 
spent the night. He took no part in 
the proceedings, but followed with 
the closest attention the arguments 
of his attorney, though he -under- 
stood not a word of the proceedings 
which were conducted in Greek.

Hoover carried his final drive for 
reelection back into Illinois, toward 
Wisconsin and Minnesota today af- 
ter bidding for Missouri's support 
with the assertion that the Demo- 
crats are conducting a "campaign of 
avoidance" including "evasions" on 
the prohibition issue. 


On his way to California to vote, 


the president headed today for St. 
Paul where he makes a major cam- 
paign speech tonight at 9:30 central 
standard time after an address at 
Madison, Wis., and ten rear plat- 
form appearances along the route. 


From St. Paul, he will dash 


across the continent to his home in 
Palo Alto in order to vote Election 
day. Stops enroute to the coast will 
include a halt in Nevada, probably 
at Elko for a final nation-wide ra- 
dio appeal Election eve. The presi- 
dent will'speak at Salt Lake City in 
the Mormon tabernacle. 


Invading "Wisconsin today, the 


president enters a state in which 
some of the leading Republicans, of 
the Progressive wing, have declar- 
ed for his-opponent, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt In Minnesota tonight he 
"will" find the ' Democrats drawing 
support-from .high figures in the 
Farmer-Labor party. 


Program Cut Off 


The chief executive spoke at St. 


Loui&last night before a crowd that 
jammed the 11,500 capacity coli- 
seum, after a strenuous day that 
started before breakfast and includ- 
ed a formal address at Springfield, 
111. Starting half an hour late be- 
cause-of his • crowded'program the 
president was unable to 
finish 


within the time reserved on the ra- 
dio -and was -cut off the air to al- 
low Roosevelt to speak. 


Discussing prohibition for 
the 


first time since his speech of ac- 
ceptance, the president repeated 
that prohibition should be changed 
to eliminate "evils" and that states 
should -be given control of 
the 


problem with protection from wet 
states and provision against return 
of the .saloon. 


His proposal, be said "is the only 


practical common ground with ade- 
quate protection on" which this 
whole question can reach solution." 


Speaking of the Democrats, he 


said: "They know that their own 
Democratic 
strongholds in 
the 


south, if no other, will not accept 
the proposal for outright repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment with 'the 
consequent return of the saloon, 
and its resultant lack of protection 
to dry states." 


As examples of what he called 


"the great constructive measures of 
the administration," Mr. Hoover 
told for the first time his story of 
the loan by the Reconstruction cor- 
poration to the Dawes bank of Chi- 
cago, and his negotiation of the one 
year moratorium on war debts. 


"The constant misrepresentation 


of this episode for'political purpos- 
es by Democratic politicians is a 
slander upon men of their own par- 
ty as well as a cruel injustice to 
General Dawes," the president said 
with reference to the Dawes bank 
loan.

Grath, president of the District of 
Columbia Police association, today 
issued a sworn statement quoting 
former Police Superintendent Pel- 
ham D. Glassford as saying with 
reference to the bonus marchers 
that he was "going to nurse the 
situation along and that at the pro- 
per time he would dump the whole 
matter into the lap of the adminis- 
tration." 


Mr.Grath said General Glassford 


made this remark to him "on or 
about the 14th day of June, 1932," 
and at the same time "informed me 
that there was going to be serious 
trouble after congress adjourned." 
The bonus riots occurred July 28. 


St. Vincent de Pan!, Que.—CR— 


Chester Crossley, the big Negro 
who led yesterday's riot in the pri- 
son on the Island of Jesus, was in 
critical condition today at the pri- 
son hospital with stab wounds after 
a suicide attempt. 


Authorities revealed today how 


the Negro had locked himself in the 
blazing tailor shop, fired by his 
own 'comrades, and climbed to the 
fourth floor of the building. As they 
played the hose lines on the flames 
firemen could see him in a cell up 
there. 


If they had not trained a steady 


stream of water on him through a 
cell door on the top floor he might 
have burned to death. He tried to 
escape 
punishment by stabbing 


himself several times with n. shoe- 
maker's knife as guards went in to 
capture -him. 


Four other convicts and nine 


guards were hurt yesterday, none 
of them seriously. 


Today the authorities began an 


investigation of the outbreak. 


More than 100 of the 1,000 con- 


victs in the institution participated 
in the third prison outbreak in Can- 
ada in recent months. The disturb- 
ance was not quelled until detach- 
ments of Royal Canadian Mounted 
police and Montreal Fire depart- 
ment, nine miles away, had been 
called out 


The prison authorities themselves, 


however, fought it out with the 
frenzied convicts until they were 
subdued, despite the roaring flames. 


The outburst skirted in the prison 


tailor shop -yesterday. Apparently 
led by Crosdey, all the dozen or so 
prisoners in the shop attacked 
their guards as if at a given signal. 


Beloit, Wis. —ffl— Police and rail- 


road detectives today were ques- 
tioning Henry Vance, 37, a Negro, 
arrested at 4 o'clock a. m. by rail- 
road operatives who suspected him 
of planning to tamper with the 
tracks _over which President Hoo- 
ver's train was scheduled to pass. 


The man was carrying a crowbar 


of a type used in pulling spikes 
from railway ties. He was picked 
up by Melvin Peterson, 
special 


agent of the road, who was patrol- 
ling the tracks in advance of the 
president's train. 


Vance told police he was return- 


ing the bar to the home of a friend, 
Hayes White, 55, and chose to walk 
along the railroad right of way be- 
cause he was afraid of dogs. He 
denied he was preparing to remove 
spikes from the rails. White, he 
said, had taken the crowbar to 
Vance's home in Beloit at 8 o'clock 
the night before. 


White was arrested and denied 


ownership of the bar. He was held 
today for further questioning.

Persons prevented by illness from 


appearing at the polls next Tuesday 
must go through the same proced- 
ure as do persons voting from out 
of the city by mail, Carl Becher. 
city clerk, explained today. 


However, if they are able, the law 


permits them to mark their ballot 
at the door of the poll. 
The clerk 


has authorized local election clerks 
to stretch a point and take the bal- 
lots to the curb if an ill voter drives 
up in a car. 


When the voter is confined to his 


home, a regular affidavit must be 
signed before a notary public as in 
the case of the absentee voter. The 
most convenient method, the clerk 
stated, is to have the notary public 
call at the city hall for the neces- 
sary affidavit and ballots and take 
them to the voter's home. After the 
affidavit is signed, the ballots may 
be marked and both taken to the 
office of the city clerk. 


Party 
headquarters, 
frequently 


send out the notary public with af- 
fidavits and ballots as a service to 
their party. 


It is illegal, the clerk points out, 


for election inspectors to send out 
ballots to be marked and returned 
to the poll. No absent voter's bal- 
lot can be counted unless accom- 
panied by the affidavit of applica- 
tion deposited with the town, city 
or village clerk.

pair of "snow goggles" dug from a 
frozen grave at the northernmost 
point under the 
American s flag, 


Friday added a whole new chapter 
to history of the human race in the 
Arctic. 


The goggles, of ivory with nar- 


row eye-slits to shut out glare of 
the sun on ice and snow;' date back 
several thousand years to the long- 
lost "ivory civilization" of 
the 


Eskimos. The Smithsonian Institu- 
tion in announcing the find by 
James A. Ford at Point Barrow, 
Alaska, said discovery of the gog- 
gles and other ancient relics" "lit- 
erally turns upside 
down" old 


ideas of man's past in the far 
north. 


The institution said" Eskimos far 


more civilized 
than any known 


in modern times made the goggles, 
which are as useful as when they 
were carved by prehistoric "col- 
onists" on the shores of the Arctic 
sea. 


The discovery furnishes a long- 


sought connection between the old 
"ivory civilization" and"1 more re- 
cent Eskimos, showing that these 
people developed in reserve fash- 
ion from most other races. They 
came to America from Asia with" a' 
high degree of culture, but instead 
of continuing to improve they 
have gone down hill ever since. 


The "ivory civilization" flour- 


ished in ancient times around Ber- 
ing sea, and remains of it first 
were found five years ago. 


"It represents not only the high- 


est cultural stage ever reached in 
the far north," said the Smithson- 
ian, "but one of the highest stages 
attained in the New World before 
the coming of the white man. It 
was one of the most advanced of 
all primitive cultures."

THE ZERO-HOUR APPROACHES 
The idea written in by a subscriber in 


the midst of the campaign that he was^ 
keeping a score-card marking up hits and 
errors for and against Hoover and Roo- 
sevelt, and would not know until the 
morning of the election which one had 
won his ballot, was, it turns out, a good 


r one, because the issues between the can- 


didates are close. Many will find desire 
in their heart to vote for Mr. Hoover on 
certain grounds and to vote against him on 
other grounds. 


We must, at the outset, understand 


clearly that we cannot all have our own 
way about all things. We must add up 
the advantages we may reasonably expect 
from the President's policies, if we re- 
elect him, and balance it against the ad- 
vantages that may be expected if Mr. 
Roosevelt goes to the White House. 


It is not always an easy task to do 


this. Yet it is the obligation, and the sub- 
lime and momentous obligation of every 
voter. 


We would rate in favor of Mr. Hoover, 


with one exception- to be later mentioned, 
his" record since congress convened in. 
December last. 


The President formulated and present- 


ed to the congress a vast and farreaching 
outline, consistent with the principles up- 
on which the 
government is founded, 


whereby there was spread over this coun- 
try, in as-fair a,jdistribution as may be, 
but depending upon the needs of each par- 
ticular part, the power/ resources and 
support of the national government in or- 


" der to stay the destructive influences of 


the depression and toehold our people to- 
gether. 


During the same time the President 


resolutely opposed the stampeding meth- 
ods and wild policies of one of the worst 
and most unfit of congresses it has been 
the misfortune of this country -to ever 
send to Washington. 


That record with his effort to prevent 


collapse of the wage scale makes up the 
major articles in Mr. Hoover's favor. 


There is to be recorded against him 


two important things. 
One has to do 


, with his - disposition. The country now 


appreciates that Mr. Hoover is" quite lack- 
ing in those qualities that attract personal 
admiration and support. He hasn't even 
the fealty of the principal leaders of his 
own party, even those who believe with 
him in a general way upon policies. He 
appears unable to get leaders together, 
impress them, and win their support. 
About the only time he has accomplished 
this purpose was in his reconstruction 
policies and when support was forthcom- 
ing because of the very tragic condition 
of the country, and in fact came as much 
or more from the Democratic party than 
his own.

steady refusal to explain and drama- 
tize his course so that the American 
people may understand what he is 
driving at; realizing and regretting the 
fact that he cannot get along with his 
enemies and brooks no opposition; 
frankly confessing that he is slow, that 
he moves tardily, cautiously, some- 
'times secretively; acknowledging that 
he is an executive who pushes buttons 
and tells men to go. and expects them 
to go, and is impatient if they do not 
go—marking off all his faults at 100 
per cent of the charges against him, 
there still stands in the White House 
a strong, wise, honest, courageous 
man." 
One may be certain that in Governor 


Roosevelt quite a different person will 
head the nation. But there is bound to be, 
to the end, a wide variance in opinion 
whether the change in presidential quali- 
ties will be helpful or not. Eeliable critics 
in the East declare that Mr. Roosevelt 
"has always surrounded himself with the 
best talent he could find." That is a val- 
uable asset because the President must 
depend so much upon others to perform 
tasks turned over to them. Although at 
Albany Governor Roosevelt did not face 
anything approaching the difficulties that 
beset the President at Washington he ex- 
hibited there strength, wisdom, honesty 
and courage, the very factors claimed by 
Mr. White for the President. Those who 
support him believe that he will get 
along much better with congress, in fact 
shape its policies, and that his agreeable, 
warm and friendly disposition will be a 
favorable factor for the nation and a 
needful one during the next four years. 


The campaign has been unusual be- 


cause, instead of the country dividing into 
two camps, one for Roosevelt and the oth- 
er for Hoover, we find it divided into a 
For-Hoover-Camp and an Against-Hoover- 
Camp. This is unfortunate because, even 
though dissatisfied with the President the 
voter should pay as much attention to the 
Governor._ Some phases of Mr. Roosevelt's 
appeal for support have lost him admir- 
ers. He has not always demeaned himself 
with the dignity that should be part and 
parcel of the presidency. This somewhat 
facetious attitude of his, in constant com- 
parison with the more dignified attitude 
of Mr. Hoover, has not helped him. 
No-w- 


and then-he has made sizable errors both 
of substance and strategy. 
Considering 


the long handicap which Mr. Roosevelt 
has had there -will be no one to blame 
but himself in case he is defeated.

We have made no reference to many 


of the smaller factors on either side. But 
general success in the past has given the 
Republican leaders a certain dangerous 
and incorrigible complex. 


At every election since its foundation 


this party has claimed loudly, noisily, in- 
sistently, that unless it was returned to 
power the country would face ruin, and 
famine would stalk a land crumbling at 
the hammer blows of disaster. 


The fear and anxiety which have seemed 


to seize upon the President and his sup- 
porters in this regard, do not make the 
slightest impression upon us. We refuse 
to shudder. Perhaps we did so the first 
time we heard these horrid prophecies 
but that was long, long ago. 


We feel safe and sure that the morning 


after the election the bitter campaign 
invectives will fade like a mist before the 
sun and the American people will repos- 
sess themselves of one of their greatest as- 
sets, a'sense of humor—and so composed 
will carry nn. 


With nothing but respect for the Presi- 


dent we must yet admonish our readers 
not to forget the wisdom in the old French 
proverb: "The indispensable man is yet 
to come," to which we would add that an 
indispensable political party is really un- 
known.

AN IDEA FROM'CHINA 


Russia did not escape the effect of the world 


crisis, so far as its foreign trade is concerned. 
The Soviet authorities, during 1931, were ob- 
liged to draw on other means to offset a very 
unfavorable trade balance; the Soviet Union, 
contrary to some sensational theories on this 
subject, is very far from letting loose on the 
world an unlimited flood of export goods. 
These are the main conclusions which emerge 
from a study of the Soviet foreign trade fig- 
ures for 1931, which were recently published 
here. 


That Russia is still very far from being in a 


position to flood the outside world with its 
goods is evident from the fact that the exports 
in 1931 amounted to little more than half of 
the figure for Russian exports during the last 
pre-war year, 1913. How hard the Soviet Union 
was hit by the fall in the world price level 
may be judged from the figures relating to four 
of its principal exports, wheat, lumber, furs 
and oil. 


In 1930 Russia sold 2,530.935 tons of wheat 


and realized a sum of 130.318,000 rubles (a 
ruble equals 50 cents). In 1931 the amount of 
wheat exported was almost the same, 2,497,- 
958 tons, to be exact. 'But only 77,112,000 rubles 
was realized. Exports of 2,771,630 tons of sawed 
lumber in 1930 brought in 84,442,700 rubles; a 
slightly increased lumber export of 2,762,158 
tons in 1931 only brought in 6,507,000 rubles. 


In furs 3,155 fens were sold for 76,840,000 


rubles in 1930, while 2,984 tons commanded a 
nrice of 58,199,000 rubles in 1931. The Soviet 
Union was able to export about 500,000,000 tons 
more of oil products in 
1Q31, by comparison 


with 1930. But the sum realized from these oil 
sales declined from 157,052,000 rubles to 115,- 
663,000 
rubles.—Yenching 
Gazette (Peiping, 
China).

lumps. Of course the soap is laxa- 
tive. So there you have the com- 
plete, explanation of the way in 
which a huge dose of peanut oil, 
cotton seed oil or olive oil, of course 
impressively colored and flavored, 
acts on "gallstones," whether the 
Simple Simon has gallstones in fact 
or in sack or. not. Especially if the 
enormous dose of the "wonderful 
stomach remedy" or "gallstone sol- 
vent" is followed by some disgusied 
alkali in the form of a Seidlitz pow- 
der or similar concoction.

causes the opponents to think that 
he is making a defensive overbid 
when he finally 
decides to enter 


the bidding.

But in the foregoing table, Min- 


nesota is shaky and so is Ohio. 
Either one would shatter the set- 
up, "it may be, however^ that New 
York with' 47 which is not in 'the 
above group of states' will furnish a 
surprise if Tammany " really does 
not deliver its vote to Roosevelt. 
Any such happening would,- enable 
Hoover to lose Illinois and _' Ohio 
whose total vote -is 55 and then, if 
be picked up Rhode Island with 4, 
he would still have 266.

that is" not remarkable that in the 
•fullness 'of this 'freedom which, we 
have -protected, there has period- 
ically appeared in our history its 
transformation into a license, es- 
pecially in the economic iield, and 
crime which must~be vigilantly re- 
strained. Our fundamental purpose 
is the development of moral and 
spiritual growth and the strength- 
ennx, of national ideals and nation- 
al character. But in the restraints 
we have to be constantly on guard 
that we not stifle the'intellectual 
opportunities .and the initiative of 
men, for .out of these flows the new 
strength upon- which the 
nation 


constantly feeds. 


We are therefore constantly con- 


fronted with the degree to which 
these re traints can be set up and

Law Violation 


One of the very pertinent ques- 


tions which arise ^out of this liber- 
al license to men is the violation of 
law. Lawlessness and crime have 
unquestionably grown in our coun- 
try. Some ascribe it to the too 
great license of individual liberty, 
some to the breaking - down of 
moral restraints due to the great 
war and some to prohibition and a 
hundred other causes. Some have 
urged that we must change the 
whole basis of our federal system, 
and that we should place the bur- 
den of this restraint upon the fed- 
eral government because of the

sponsibilities, Yet this would be a 
destruction of state sovereignty, lo- 
cal responsibility, the destruction of 
individual responsibility, and make 
a nation of vassals through, bureau- 
cracy concentrated at a far distant 
point. 


The, responsibility for the control 


of crime rests emphatically-upon 
the states and the local communi- 
ties. Our civilization will rise no 
higher than the concepts of order 
that resides in the self-control of 
an educated people. I 'think you are* 
all conscious of the 
humiliation 


that conies .to our countrymen when 
the federal government must de- 
liberately use the violation of in- 
come tax laws to collect gains on 
crime in order to curb these crim- 
inals who are uncontrolled, unpros- 
ecuted and unconvicted by the state 
and municipalities. 


I can discuss this subject with 


more heart in the state of Wiscon- 
sin than any other state in the Un- 
ion, because you have recognized 
your responsibilities and you have 
sought to preserve your people 
from the forms of crime which m 
other places dictate the very con- 
duct of communities and indicate a 
clear sense of responsibility and 
vigilance in your people. 


The gangster life which was de- 


veloped in some of our cities and 
states is one of the most dangerous 
elements to the whole of our civil- 
ization. It would seem that the 
^governor of New York, who is a 
candidate for the presidency of the 
United States, might have made a 
contribution in these last three 
years to the solution "of gang life, 
under the great powers conferred 
>and -obligations -bestowed by the 


constitution, and laws of his own 
state. 


Depend on Tariff 


The workers in the great indus- 


tries of Wisconsin, both agricultural 
and industrial, are dependent for 
theur standards of living as never 
before upon the maintenance of the 
protective tariff. 
Dependent also 


is the fate of the small business 
man upon the prosperity thus r>ro- 
tected. 


In the agricultural field I need 


only to refer to your dairy indus- 
try, where you lead the entire 
Union. 
Today its products, dis- 


tressingly low as their prices are, 
would be 20 to SO per cent lower 
if it were not for the tariff wall 
which surrounds them. The con- 
sequence of the collapse of thirty 
foreign governments and the conse- 
quent depreciation of their cur- 
rency, which means also the lower- 
ing of their wages and standards Of 
living there, are endeavoring to 
make breaches in our tariff walls 
which retard the recuperation in 
agriculture over these last six or 
eight • months. 
This has indeed 


grown'to such a point of serious- 
ness that you have .need to con- 
sider, not the reduction of these 
tariffs which our Democratic op- 
ponents propose, but,the strength- 
ening of this wall of protection. 
Fortunately we have been able to 
thwart our opponents in their en- 
deavor to destroy the independent 
authority of the tariff commission 
with its flexible potencies. We now 
have before that commission a re- 
consideration of the necessities of 
a primary industry in your state. 


Nor are you manufacturing in- 


dustries less dependent up on- it 
than your agricultural industries. 
Without the protective tariff, with 
the lowering of the tariffs which 
our opponents propose, you must 
be laced with an increasing unem-

march of recovery and of employ- 
ment which are evident on every 
hand. We have passed through in 
the last three years the greatest 
crisis in our peacetime history. We 
have witnessed the economic crash 
of two-thirds of the world, and its 
repercussions have moved in upon 
our people in a manner which has 
at times endangered even our na- 
tional stability. We .have seen the 
last fortress of. strengtn in a crash- 
ing world. By the unprecedented 
measures which we have taken we 
have 
prevented 
a chaos which 


might have extended over genera- 
tions. 


"Offensive for Recovery" 


This battle of defense has now 


through 
these 
measures 
been 


turned into a great offensive for 
recovery. There was little oppor- 
•tunity for it to make itself felt in 
recovery until after the adjourn- 
ment of congress, with their con- 
stant destruction of confidence and 
spreading of fears from measures 
which were being presented to the 
American people and passed by a 
Democratic house 
of represen- 


tatives. But in these four months 
since we have ,seen the return of 
a million men to work, and the 
records show that they are return- 
ing today at a rate of half a million 
a month. Materially it is of the 
greatest importance^ to you and ev- 
ery American citizen that this 
great battle which, is in progress 
on the whole economic front shajl 
not be interrupted by the long de- 
lays which are proposed to you in 
order that there shall be a change 
in politics and strategies. 
I have endeavored in the presen- 


tation of these and many other is- 
sues to appeal to the thoughtful 
people of the United States, and I 
accept this demonstration as evi- 
dence of the support which you are 
giving to me out of your convic- 
tion in this battle.

Schmedeman in 
New Attack Upon 


Bonds Purchases 


Says 38 Per Cent of Total 


In Utility, Railroad, 


Foreign Bonds 
/ 


(By the Associated Press) 


Mayor A. G. Schmedeman, Demo- 


cratic candidate for governor, said 
in a campaign speech at Eau Claire 
last night that the state investment 
board appointed by Ms Republican 
opponent; former Gov. Walter J. 
Kohler carried 38 per cent of all 
state investments in private utility, 
railroad and foreign bonds. 
' "Those investments pertain rot 
only to the state teachers' retire- 
ment fund but also to the state 
benevolent fund, the death benefit 
fund, the injuries indemnity fund, 
and the state life" fund," Schmede- 
man said. 


"Let me reveal in actual figures 


what my discoveries regarding the 
Kohler-appointed investment 
board's operations are. I take those 
figures from the xeport by Kohler's 
state annuity and investment board 
as made to the state legislature in 
1931. 


"First I want to show what was 


done with the state teachers' retire- 
ment fund in 1929 and 1930 under 
Kohler's administration. Farm mort- 
gage loans from this fund totalled 
§2,215,650. Wisconsin municipal bond 
purchases from this fund totalled 
8751,000. 


'In passing I want merely, to 


mention for the edification of the 
other 70 counties of the state that 
of this $751,000 of municipal bonds 
purchased by Kohler's investment 
board that $400,000 went to Sheboy- 
gan-co, the 
Hoover-big-business- 


utility candidates' home county. 


Total Purchases 


"Purchases of the Kohler board 


in private utility bonds, railroad se- 
curities, and foreign bonds total $1,- 
735,000. That would indicate that 
more than 36 per cent of the pur- 
chases by the 
Kohler-appointed 


board were in private utility and 
foreign bonds .from the 
teachers' 


pension fund alone. 


"In the benevolent, fund we find 


more than 44 per cent of the funds 
invested were in utility securities 
and the remainder in 
municipal 
bonds. 


"More than 40 per cent of the 


funds,of the death benefit 
fund 


were sunk in,utility and railroad 
bonds with the remainder going" to 
other securities. 


"In the injuries indemnity fund 


we find that more than 75 per cent 
of the funds invested from his fund 
by the Kohler board was in utility 
bonds, only $18,000 of a $78,0,00 fund 
going to municipal and other secur- 
ities. 


"The last fund is the state -life 


fund. Here I find that a total of 
$101,000 was handled by the invest- 
ment board, $80,000 of it going into 
utility bonds and $21,000 going into 
municipal and other bonds. In this 
case more'than 79 per cent of the 
total funds went into utility bonds. 


"The actions and operations of the 


Hoover-big-business-Titility 
candi- 


dates' investment 
board are ex- 


tremely enlightening in view of the 
fact that the big business candidate 
himself is desperately trying to con- 
vince Wisconsin voters that he is 
not a utility candidate," 


Replies to Chappie 


F. Ryan Duffy, Democratic nom- 


inee for United States senator, 
speaking at Fort Atkinson last 
night, described as ridiculous the 
picture of the "red menace" that his 
opponent, John B. Chappie, has "pre- 
sented to the voters ir this cam- 
paign. 


"The kind of prosperity we have

such indebtedness is incurred in the acqui- 
sition of lands by cities, or by counties 
having a population of one hundred fifty 
thousand or over, for public, municipal 
purposes, or for the permanent improve- 
ment thereof, the city or county incurring 
the same shall, before or at the time of so 
doing, provide for the collection of a di- 
rect annual tax sufficient to pay the inter- 
est on such debt as it falls due, and also to 
pay and discharge the principal thereof 
within a period not exceeding fifty years 
from the time of contracting the same.

New York. N. T.—Highway safe- 


ty depends on. better street and. 
highway illumination, lighting en- 
gineers aver. To the average motor- 
ist, city streets and surrounding 
xoads may seem adequately lighted. 
True, many of these streets are fur- 
nished with sufficient light, but not 
in an. efficient manner, experts con- 
tend. 


Foster Gunnison, noted lighting 


engineer and member of the Ulu- 
minating Engineering Society, has 
done much research m the problem 
of highway illumination. 


"A great many local factors on 


any particular street may impair 
an otherwise excellent 
lighting 


scheme," he says. "If the street is 
on a bill, the angle inrespect to the 
lights above may cause the lignt 
falling on the surface of the street 
to be reflected at a different angle 
than were the lights to fall upon a 
surface level to the plane of the 
earth. 


"On long-used streets, with a sur- 


face made shiny by the constant 
dripping of oil and wear of tires, 
the reflection may be very strong 
and thus modify the intended ef- 
fect of the whole lighting scheme, 
while black shadows from trees or 
telegraph posts may make the pe- 
destrian practically invisible to an 
oncoming motorist." 


Windows Confuse Drivers 


Windows placed in such a way as 


to catch the reflecting of automo- 
bile headlights, do a lot toward de- 
creasing the efficiency of highway 
lighting, Gunnison says. The reflec- 
tion gets into motorists' eyes, caus- 
ing an illusion which sometimes re- 
sults in an. excited driver pulling 
off the road and into a ditch. 
:When, as often happens in coun- 


try districts, lighting is poor and in- 
frequent, and pedestrians are oblig- 
ed to walk along the edge of the 
street, the situation often becomes 
perilous, especially when two cars 
are approaching one another," the 
engineer says. 


"If one of the cars has just pass- 


ed the pedestrian, the headlights ol 
that car illuminates the street in 
front of it, but the pedestrian hav- 
ing already been passed by - the 
range of illumination, is in the 
darkness beyond and is not seen »y 
the oncoming car. 


Sidewalks Would Help 


"Of course, the only real solution 


of the difficulty is to properly il- 
luminate the right of way and pio- 
vide sidewalks to remove the walk- 
er from the edge of the street." 


Gunnison cites figures from Lan- 


sing, Mich., to prove the value of 
adequate highway illumination. 


In Lansing,, he says, a recent ef- 


fort of city officials to reduce ex- 
penses included the cutting down 
of street lighting. This proved to 
be false economy and, after 
one 


week's trial, it -was abandoned. 
It 


was found that the cost of revamp- 
ing the lighting system in order to 
operate on a 70 per cent basis was 
equal to what would be saved dur- 
ing the year. 


"It was not only false economy, 


3Ut a dangerous one in view of the 
increase in accidents the actual loss 
of life, and the economic waste due

Philadelphia—It seems that there 


is some foundation for the popular 
belief—at lea=t among mec—that 
female automobile drivers, on the 
average, are much more o fa men- 
ace behind the wheel than the male 
of the species. 


Science, in the cold hard facts 


gathered by Dr. Morris S. Viteles, 
assistant professor of industrial psy- 
chology at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, has proven that 
women 


drivers of the present generation 
are more suspectible to accidents 
than men. 


It isn't strange when one stops to 


consider. 
Driving is a matter of 


mechanical intelligence. Few wo- 
men are good mechanics and, Dr. 
Viteles believes, the lack of this 
mechanical skill is the cause of 
their driving inability. 


A Woman Agrees! 


The scientist's survey on the re- 


lative driving ability of men and 
women was undertaken with the 
aid of Helen M. Gardner, a gradu- 
ate associate. 
And, strange as it 


seems, Miss Gardner agrees with 
Dr. Viteles0 findings. The fact that 
a woman worked in compiling the 
facts which throw no laurels to her 
sex shows that the tests were given 
"with complete fairness. 


"Before we went into the main 


portion of this study of se- differ- 
ences in the accident rate of men 
and women taxicab drivers," Pro- 
fessor Viteles explains, "we made 
comparisons between men and wo- 
men drivers in the District of Co- 
lumbia, in San Francisco, in Massa- 
chusetts and in Connecticut 
"We 


found that in all these places com- 
parisons favored the women. 


""However, it must be remember- 
ed that variables other than sex 
differences might have tended to 
give this -result. In order to avoid 
these variables, we made a study 
of taxicab drivers in a large eastern 
city in which the men and women 
who operated the same type of ve- 
hicle were equipped with machines 
in the same mechanical condition, 
drove tinder the same weather con- 
ditions, and in the same amount of 
traffic, 


"The results of the survey with 


the taxicab drivers showed that the 
women were responsible for 0.767 
accidents per 1000 miles as com- 
pared with the much smaller fig- 
ure for men—0.257 accidents per 
1000. Besides, the women were-re- 
sponsible for 5.063 accidents per 
S1000 revenue, while the men were 
responsible for only 1.449. per $1000. 
The survey did, however, 
suggest 


that the accidents "in which women 
•were involved were less serious 
than those in which the men were 
involved." 


Sex Argument 


Dr. Viteles reports that there are 


few subjects of our modern 
life 


about which there is so much dog- 
matic and 
unsupported 
public 


opinion as there is about the rela- 
tive safety of women and men au- 
tomobile drivers. There seem to be 
only 
that 


two opinions: men believe 
men are safer drivers than 


theft and various

Night Is Danger Period 


Figures show that a high per- 


centage of automobile accidents oc- 
cur at night. According to the re- 
port of the Committee on Traffic 
Accident Statistics of the National

and 26 per cent of the fatalities oc- 
curring in 32 cities in the United 
States occurred at night. 


"And one of the most important 


acts brought out by the investiga- 
tion was'that 17.6 per cent of th^se 
night-time accidents are positively 
due to inadequate 
Gunnison declares.

"Before we started with the-taxi- 


cab drivers, <we got in touch with 
insurance companies, automobile 
clubs and state highway depart- 
ments for their figures. In the Dis- 
trict of Columbia we found that the 
percentage of men drivers involved 
in both fatal and non-fatal acci- 
dents was greater than is to be ex- 
pected on the 
basis of 
chance, 


whereas the percentage of women 
drivers involved in accidents was 
less than chance. A similar tenden- 
cy was shown in a study of 1000 
fatal accidents in San Francisco. 


"A report by the registrar of mo- 


tor vehicles in Massachusetts shows 
that 3.2 per cent of drivers involv- 
ed in fatal accidents are 
women, 


although about 12 per cent of the 
driving licenses in the state are 
held by women. 


"You can see how much this evi- 


dence favors the 
woman 
driver. 


Only the statistician of the New 
York State Department of Taxation 
and Finance concludes 
from his 


findings that women are involved 
in as many accidents, proportionate 
to 'their numbers, as men." 


The important thing to remem- 


ber, according to Dr. Viteles, is that 
these figures do not in any way 
show the safety of women drivers. 
First of all, the figures ignore a 
comparison of accidents per mile of 
driving. It is safe to assume that 
the male operators covered much 
more mileage than the female. 


"Second," he says, "it is reason- 


able to assume that men operate 
under more unsatisfactory 
condi- 


tions than do women. 
A greater 


portion of them drive in heavier 
traffic and in stormy weather. 


"Third, only male drivers operate 


trucks and other heavy vehicle?, 
which are involved in a higher pro- 
portion of accidents than lighter 
cars. 


Better Cars for Women 


"Fourth, it is possible that the 


mechanical condition of machines 
driven by women is, on the aver- 
age, better than those driven by 
men. Besides, second-hand cars are 
more often bought and operated by 
men than by women." 


It wes with the purpose of avoid- 


ing such variables and studying 
men and women drivers working 
under exactly the same conditions 
that the study was undertaken by 
Dr. Viteles and 
Miss 
Gardner. 


Their study is the very first to at- 
tempt to compare men ,md women 
drivers, not taken by and large, 
but as .they drive under compar- 
able conditions.

greens; revolutionary days by his- 
torically famous public nuildings, 
and a grim powder horn: govern- 
ment by the house of burgesses 
capitol, and royalty by a governor's 
palace. 


History Shrine 


The city restored will be a real, 


tangible presentation of one of the 
most thrilling chapters in American 
History. It will be a record at the 
disposal of the public and students. 
It will be a shrine where history, 
and the lives of those who made it, 
may be visualized in proper setting.

The proj- 
ect restores most of the original

foundations. 


When famous old Duke of Glou- 


cester street's concrete again is a 
dirt surface, the street with all of 
its buildings will be restored as 
nearly as possible to its appearance 
of Revolutionary days.
